The Difference of Longitudes of the two forefaid 
Places by Dead Reck, is 1° 50 . 

Ottober the 24th at Bomholme, in the Latitude of 
56 00', at Sun Rifing, the Magnetical Amplitude was 
Eaft 43 15' South, and the True was 
Eaft 2,8 31 which gives the Variation
